State Parks 
Need Help 

Califoinia State Pail: Sy.s- 
tem needs funds to renovate 
worn-out facilities and to 
provide for increasing and 
diversified numbers of rec¬ 
reation seekers near urban 
areas, according to Petc- 
Dangermond, director of the 
California Department of 
Parks and Recreation. 

DangermoniS urged the 
California State Park and 
Recreation Commission to 
endorse the $285 million Cali¬ 
fornia Parklands Bond Act 
of 1980, which will be Pro¬ 
position I on the November 
4 ballot. 

The Commission voted un- 
animou.sly to endorse the 
Parklands Bond Act, noting 
tliat all money in the bond 
art will be used for parks 
and park-related projects. 
Tho Act provides $130 mil¬ 
lion for the state park sys¬ 
tem, $145 million for county, 
city, and regional park and 
recreation projects, and $10 
million for the state coastal 
c'onservancy. 

Dangermond said Proposi¬ 
tion 1 will enable develop¬ 
ment of such park facilities 
as picnic areas, campsites, 
triiils. restrooms and parking 
in a variety of parks 
througliout the state. Local 
paiks also face needs for 
now and Improved facilities.

once-thriving club. 

Ripple said recently, 
“When the club was founded 
at the end of the ’40s it was 
pood and active. But for the 
la.st four to five years it has 
really dwindled away just as 
most service clubs that seem 
to be dying on the vine.” 

Why? Ripple says it’s 
probably economics. “Young 
people who should be the life 
blood of such an organiza¬ 
tion can’t afford to speno 
the $.3'') to $40 a month it 
takes to go to meetings these 
days.” 

What has happened to all 
those active members of 30 
years ago? They have moved 
away or simply retired from 
the club or have died. ’Th': 
old-timers are gone — except 
for Ripple and Werden. 

It hasn't deterred the two 
Sierra Madrean.s. They hike 
themselves over every 
Wednesday and meet with 
the Altadena Club where 
there are about a dozen 
members on the roster. Of 
course, most of them have 
l»een through the chairs the 
.second, third and even the 
fourth time. But they’re all 
willing to do that Just to 
keep their charter. 

They can’t be a wealthy 
club hut even so they con¬ 
tribute the money to buy 
candy for the city’s annual 
Hallowe’en party every year. 
And, yes. thev’ll do It again 
this year. 

What does the club have 
to offer? Not a lot at th“ 
present time. Ripple replies. 
They u<ed to be active in 
White Cane Days when 
they’d go out on the streets 
and raise money for the 
blind. They had an eye bank 
program and worked to eli¬ 
minate cr at least arrest 
glaucoma, the dread eye dis¬ 
ease, through the Eye Foun¬ 
dation. 

They ,used to have an Eye 
Mobile come to Sierra Madre 
during- Health Week in May, 
and some of their activities 
also spilled over a bit into 
helping the hearing impaired. 

One of Ripple’s biggest 
griries, he says, is that many 
of the philanthropies have 
been taken over by “the 
benevolent govci n m e n t," 
spoken with longue in check. 
Ripple states. "No one .seems 
to need help anymore be- 
lause a state agency has al¬ 
ready done it (raised the 
moneyl.” 

Thinking aloud, Ripple 
states, "One thing we eould 
do for tl?e blind is to vol- 
unleei to take them on 
trips. So far they haven’t 
called on ,«is fo.r any help.’’ 

Rack in the old days when 
the club was new, Ripple 
reminls'<ces that the b.g 
thing wa.-s tl'c Pioneer Days 
parade and activities. They 
even brought carnivals into 
town for the ei.mmunity to 


He continued, "We bought 
expensive eye-testing equip¬ 
ment and when Slerr# Ma¬ 
dre went into the Pasadena 
school system the equipment 
was absorbed. That was the 
equipment we’d bought to 
provide eye-test i n g and 
glassei at both the public 
school and a private school. 
Rut one crowning achieve¬ 
ment we had wus that we 
bought a system of braille 
and teaching aids lor a blind 
girl in Ha.stlrigs Ranch. And 
tliat really made the Lions 
members feel good.”

Anoakia. The name is of 
Indian origin meaning 
peace and serenity, and those 
are adjectives that really 
describe the 19.6 • acre 
grounds located at Foothill 
and Baldwin. 

Actually the name was 
derived out of the name of 
Anita, a Baldwin family 
member, and "ok” for the 
live oaks growing almost 
wild on the property. 

^ However you spell H, It 
comes out a private pre-ele- 
mentary and element ary 
school for exceptional chil¬ 
dren, according to Florence 
.Steffey, director of the state- 
accredited scfioal. 

One hundred foi-ty stu¬ 
dents make up the class 
rosters, and class numbers 
remain .some of the lowest in 
the state. Kinder g a r t e n 
classes arc between 12 and 
14 children and never are 
there as many a.s 30 children 
In any of the school rooms. 

Mrs. Steffey poin t s to 
these numbers as allowing 
teachers to know the chil¬ 
dren better, te give each 
child individualized training. 

Students start as young as 
2^! years and go nil the way 
to sixth grade. 

How would .she describe 
the training children reoeivo 
at Anoakia daily? Mrs. Stef 
ley says It’s a "good struc¬ 
tured fundamental educa¬ 
tion.” Children in kinder¬ 
garten through second grade 
have an hour of reading and 
math dally. And, of cours', 
phonies and spelling, she 
adds. 

Children learn to read by 
phonies, she says, and 
.stresses this thrust is defi¬ 
nitely .an "old-fashi o n e d 
basic." 

Because of the quality edu¬ 
cation children learn here 
they iistially go on to Clalr- 
boumc. Chandler and Poly- 
Tech, she says. Children 
come from the local com¬ 
munity. .Arcadia, Monrovia, 
Claremont and Pomraia. 

Hours are from 8:30 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. and they also have 
an extended day from 3 to 5 
p.m., she adds. 

How many classes? ’Two 
kindergartens and first 
grades, a second, third and 
fourth grade, and a combin¬ 
ation fifth and sixth. Seven 
elementar.v and five nursery 
.school teachers handle all of 
those children. 

How does their school year 
differ In time sequence from 
the public schools? It doesn’t. 
’They started their year 
September 15 and will end 
their classes mid-June. And 
vacations cone s p o n d to 
public .schools, Mrs. Steffey 
says.

"A Chorus Line” returned to Southern California 
last Wednesday evening and begins a limited engage¬ 
ment at the Pasadena Center running through Octo¬ 
ber 12. 

Michael Bennett’s simplistic tribute to the gypay 
life of a Broadway chorus dancer from audition to audi¬ 
tion, opens to a barren rehearsal hall where 17 hope¬ 
fuls remain to vie for eight positUis in an upcoming 
play. 

Despite the fact that the piay detaiis the life of a 
dancer, it affords the audience to interpret the diverse 
instances to their own lives. There are no elaborate 
sets or expensive costumes — merely rehearsal clothes 
and mirrored panels reflecting the dancers’ movements. 

Reminiscent of the Wizard, from ”Oz” the director 
of the chorus bellows orders from the rear of the theatdr, 
instructing the dancers to step from the line and one 

mie talk about their lives, their hopes and dreams 
of stardom. 

As the play progresses, the cast members assume 
separate and distinct Identities, relating sensitive, 
moving memories from their past. Jlavid Thome gave 
a magnificent performance as the chorus director and 
was equally impressive in his dance sequences. 

Cassie. the chorus dancer, seeks stardom In Holly¬ 
wood^ fails, only to return to the chorus to beg des¬ 
perately for one of the positions in the chorus line of 
the new play. ’There is no <xne “star” in the chorus; they 
are all special in their own way. 

Cast members did display some inomsistencies in 
their strength and command of performances. Whereas 
Paul the one-time transvestite performer mesmerized 
the audience, other cast membres fouiui it hard to cap¬ 
tivate the audience for the duration of their scenes. 

At various times during the performance the aud 
ienoe was plagued by |xx>r amplication of the sound 
system, thereby missing portions of the performanoe. 
’Bhese “bugs” were most likely opening night quirks 
whirdi will be cleared up with no trouble at all. 

Receiving rave reviews last year at the Shubert 
Theater, "A Chorus Line” went on to run at the Pan- 
tages ’Theater with the third highest grossing week of 
any show in Los Angeles theatrical history. 

Tony Award-winning choreographer director Michael 
Benneta conceived the idea for the show after inter 
viewing dancers who offered insight into their exper¬ 
iences coming up through the ranks of a career in 
dancing. Bennett found that the experienced dancers 
were reluctant to reveal — thinking they were out the 
ordinary and unique only to themslves — were quite 
common among all dancers Interviewed. 

'The interviews were compiled in book form by 
James Kirkwood and Nicholas Dante. Marvin Hamlisch, 
Oscar-winning composer, wrote the musical score with 
lyrics by Edward Kloban. 

Bennett began his own career as a Broadway gypsy 
prior to achieving his present status as one of Broad¬ 
way’s most acclaimed ohoreographer/directors with past 
works including, "Promises. Promises,” “Coco.” and 
"Follies.” 

Co-choreographer Bob Avian has worked with Ben¬ 
nett on several past productions.

Lveryonc did his 
own, and many a morning, 
bent ovc! their brooms, the >' 
had Interesting neighbor dis- 
cuasion.s on prices of bean.s 
and "did you hear that?" 

If you tiiink there is little 
to do now in the garden, for¬ 
get It! You have the first of 
the lesser bulbs, the little 
bulbs to plant. Get tulips 
and put them in the retriger- 
ator. Buy daffodils now for 
good selection and plant 
them the middle of October 
in S.M. when .soils arc a bit 
cooler. Plant in masses 
not n;ws! And plant them 
the right depth: 

The greatest sicne: On 
Orange Grove a young 
mother with baby, on hoi 
back in ore of those back 
pucks, having the fun of his 
life as mother mowed tl«e 
lawn. Tluit’s one way to de¬ 
velop a yard lover. 

Those of you with new 
homes in S.M. are having 


less room to garden than you 
would have harl in some of 
the older places. But you too 
should have bith flowers 
and vegetables. It's amazing 
what you can do in contain¬ 
ers 18 inches across or 
longer redwoorl boxes. Ex¬ 
ample? An 18-inch redwood 
tub can grow Ic.'if lettuce for 
three persons the year 
around 

You can plant bronze light 
now about three iiichf:-. 
apart in a container. You 
pii’k leaves, feed e v e r v 
month. When they get long 
and leggy, replant. But they 
keep tiirowing out loaves for 
several months. Same for 
spinach. 

In fo’ir foot long window 
boxes you can do boots and 
carrots. Once a year every¬ 
one should go to Roger’s 
Gardens in Corona Del Mar 
and seo what can happen in 
baskets. It’s like going to 
Buchard’s gardens in Vic¬ 
toria with the color grown. 
Make it middle of the week 
to avoid the crowds and 
tours. 

The city is supposed lo 
take care of parkway trees. 
But becau.se tliey’re so busy, 
I had my Carob done pro¬ 
fessionally. It’s been going 
by for yea>'s with the trsual 
lopping here and there. This 
year I had Danny Osti do it 
and it’s a marvel. No longer 
will I lose a limb a year in 
the wind. 



So take a look at your 
tree and ask for a trimming 
estimate. It will save a lot 
of grief later on, dear friend. 

Although I taught tree trim 
ming crews In years p.'ist, I 
would no more climb a tree 
now than fly.
